Claims 1-4 are objected to because tine claim structure slnould be in one 
sentence form. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification slnall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The applicant makes no mention of the articulated mechanical arm attached to floaters 
or the use of nitrogen gas in hyperbaric chambers. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete witli indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gillis, Jr. et 
al. (US 3,521,853). 

Regarding claim 3, Gillis, Jr. discloses a throttle and shutofT valve with a valve 
body (2), a throttling plunger provided with a conically-shaped throttling tip (22, 24), a 
disc-like shutoff member (20) which controls the flow by adjusting the distance between 
surfaces (14) and (21), a hollow valve seat insert (8) as the valve setting main structure, 
and a replaceable throttling insert (16) (Figs 1 and 2 Col 3 Lines 22-49). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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Claims 1, 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Berling (US 5,921,082) in view Sallstrom et al. (US 5,291,842). 

Regarding claims 1, 2, and 4, Berling discloses a hydro-buoyant electric power 
generating plant where the energy that pressurizes the hydraulic fluid is derived from 
movements of a crane-like class II lever that has its fulcrum fixed to a stationary land 
mass (Fig 1 Col 2 Lines 11-13). The mechanical motion of the attached lever creates 
power that will be used to drive linear hydraulic actuators that in turn will be used to 
displace and pressurize a hydraulic fluid which can be taken directly to a hydraulic 
motor which can be used to drive an electrical generator, or the pressurized fluid can be 
stored in hydraulic accumulators (Fig 1 Col 2 Lines 32-39). The lever is actuated by an 
"applied force vessel" and the power of buoyancy. Berling fails to disclose the working 
fluid as pressurized water, storing the pressurized water with nitrogen gas, and 
operating the plant using low outflow with high pressure. 

However, Sallstrom teaches an accumulator for storing pressurized water and a 
discharge manifold with nozzles (Col 2 Lines 16-18). The accumulator is a nitrogen 
charged accumulator (Col 6 Line 21). As water flows in under pressure, the 
accumulator (44) increases to a preset pressure, where it has already been precharged 
by the nitrogen (Col 6 Lines 42-47). The pressurized water is released into a discharge 
tube (45) and then into a manifold (47) which incorporates several discharge nozzle 
assemblies (50) that release the high pressure water in a stream (Col 6 Line 57 - Col 7 
Line 2). 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary sl^ill in tine art to modify Berling's 
invention with the pressurized water accumulator and discharge nozzles taught by 
Sallstrom. Using nitrogen to increase the pressure of stored water is common and well 
known in the art and would create a stored energy means for the wave energy plant 
relying on an intermittent energy source. The discharge nozzles provide a 
concentrated, high pressure outflow of water for power production.
